Col. Patrick 
Hamrock, iii charge of the Rangers 
said the unusual precautions were

because of “ death threats” 
made against mine superintendents. 


The miners, he said, would not he 
permitted to build a “ tent city” to ^ 
house themselves and their families, J few dav 
if the company evicted them 
from 
their homes. 
Issuance of the martial law pro­ 
clamation by Governor Shoup imme­ 
diately followed the walk out.

Pueblo Most Serious 
By far the most severe of tile dis­ 
asters in the United States during the 
period covered by the Red Cross re­ 
port was the Pueblo Ho >d early In 
June, 1921. 
Tho rehabilitation prob­ 
lem 
confronting

Pueblo was one of tile most difiicult 
in recent years. 
When the first news 
of the horror was flashed throughout 
tile country, the American Red Cross 
National Headquarters responded with 
a grant of $105,000 for relief work. 
Governor Slump of Colorado, appre­ 
ciating the long and successful experi­ 
ence of the Red Cross in organizing 
disaster relief work, placed the en­ 
tire responsibility for the administra­ 
tion of relief in its hands. 
In response to appeals from Presi­ 
dent Harding. Governor Slump and 
other governors of western states and 
through local 
chapters of the Red 
Cross and other community organiza­ 
tions, public-spirited citizens brought 
the total contributed for Pueblo's re­ 
habilitation to more than $325,000. 
Tile terrible havoc wrought by the 
flood waters is a matter of record. 
More than 2.300 homes were affected 
and 7,351 persons were left homeless. 
Estimates of $500,(¥10 as an absolute 
minimum for rehabilitation were made 
by Red 
officials in charge of th? 
relief work. 
Fast Work in Waft Street 
The Wall street explosion was nota­ 
ble in that relief workers of tho Red 
Cross were on the scene twenty min­ 
utes after the disaster occurred. 
The 
, race riot at Tulsa also was unique in 
disaster relief annals in that outside 
if a small emergency relief fund con- 
rr’ibuted by tin* lied Cross, the only 
relief measures outside tile city con­ 
sisted of tim service of social work­ 
ers, nurses and a trained executive 
whose object was to assist local forces 
in directing their own efforts. 
In decided contrast with the pre­ 
vious year, only one tornado assumed 
the proportions o f a major disaster. 
This occurred on April lo, in tile bor­ 
der sections of Texas and Arkansas 
with tin* city of Texarkana as the 
center. 
The significant feature of this 
disaster relief work was tile fact that 
it covered so much rural territory as 
to make necessary a large number of 
relief workers. 
Tile famine In China, necessitating 
relief expenditures totalling more than 
$1,000,000 by the American Red Cross 
was by far the most serious of the 
foreign disasters in which the Red 
Cross gave aid.

Running en Three Legs and Dragging 
Trap Which Had Been His Undo­ 
ing, Animal Was Killed When 
Almost in Safety. 


“In tin* summer of 1882,” says a 
westerner, “my parents moved from 
Iowa to the new county of Hand in 
South Dakota. 
The railway had beer 
completed as far as Pierre, but then 
were few stations, and at Keo Heights, 
vv ll ere we got oft the train, there was 
only a rough platform made of planks, 
and a box car in which the agent lived. 
“Tin* last of tin* buffalo had been 
killed or driven off and the prairie 
was covered with 
the skeletons of 
the-** animals. 
“T h e county w a s alive with wolves 
and 
coyotes: 
they were nearly as 
common as domestic animals are now. 
<>n almost any morning from one to a 
dozen could be seen from the door of 
our little ‘claim shanty.’ 
“My lather bought six wolf traps 
about the first of December, and dur­ 
ing that month we caught more than 
forty coyotes within a short distance 
of our home, many of them within a 
few yards of tin* house. 
One morning 
we had tin* novel experience of finding 
a fullgrown coyote in one of the 
traps, caught by the tail. 
“Another morning we cann* hack 
and reported that the chain had been 
broken and one of the traps was gone. 
Tine tracks indicated that something 
larger than a coyote had been taken. 
When father had finished the chores 
flint morning lie mounted Roger, one 
of tin* two horses that we then owned, 
and, taking tin* shotgun and old Simp 
with him, started out on tile trail, be­ 
lieving that' it would not lie hard to 
overtake a wolf carrying a trap. 
“But that wolf, either from instinct 
or bemuse lie feared lie would lie fol­ 
lowed, made direct for a range of hills 
a mile or so to tin* smith. 
“As soon as they wore near enough 
old Simp took a hand in tin* chase. 
Simp was a big black shepherd dog 
that had fought many a coyote, but lie 
was too wise to risk a battle with the 
fierce-looking beast that was carrying 
the trap—for it was a big white buf­ 
falo wolf, an animal that could kill an 
ordinary dog iii a few minutes. 
“The wolf had to run on three legs, 
holding vip one of his front feet and 
carrying the trap. Simp would run up 
and attack 
him 
from 
behind, and 
when the wolf turned to give battle 
the dog would retreat. 
They kept up 
this running fight for more than a 
mile. 
“The wolf knew that a crisis had 
arrived and ran for his life. 
With 
both horse and wolf running their 
level hest, parallel with each other 
and about four or five rods apart, fa­ 
ther tired the only load lie had from 
his old single-barreled muzzle-loading 
shotgun, and the wolf fell, 14 BB shot 
having passed through bis body. The 
race ended just as tile next snow 
hank, which might have meant safety 
for him, was reached.-^!.

of paprika and the oyster liquor. R e ­ 
peat until all the ingredients are used, 
an d cover with buttered crumbs. B ake 
thirty m inutes in a m oderate oven. 
Cranberry Salad.—Cook together one 
q u a rt of cranberries w ith one pint of 
boiling 
w a te r 
twenty minutes. 
Put 
through a sieve and add two cupfuls of 
s u g a r; cook 
five minutes. 
Dissolve 
one and 
one-half 
tablespoonfuls of 
gelatine in a little cold water, add to 
tin* hot cranberry sauce and stir until 
well mixed. 
J u s t before it begins to 
set pour half of it Into an enamel 
pan which has been rinsed in cold 
water. 
Allow it to become firm, keep­ 
ing the rest w a rm over hot water. 
Sprinkle one cupful of diced celery, 
one-half cupful of diced w aln u t m eats 
over the stiff jelly and pour the re­ 
maining gelatine m ixture over this, and 
allow it to set.

Scan Every Bill Handed You 


notes of $20, $50 and $100 denom­ 
inations are iii wide circulation to­ 
day. 
The other 
method 
is splitting a 
real hill into two parts, pasting two 
halves of a counterfeit bill on tile 
genuine halves and thus making two 
hills out of one, each with one side 
that will pass muster at the most 
exacting hank. 
Thousands of dollars in hills of 
this type recently were put into cir­ 
culation by a counterfeiting gang in 
Philadelphia. 
C ounterfeiters usually 
work 
in 
g r o u p s with eaeli member assigned 
his own special task. 


C ounterfeiting is confined largely 
to hills, although a few old hands 
are still m aking 
counterfeit coins. 
These are produced from molds awd 
are more easily detected than hills. 
The secret 
service 
staff o f the 
United S tates T reasury Department 
s a y s: 
' ‘Scrutinise all hills closely. Hold 
a genuine note to the light and ob­ 
serve the tine silken texture, 
lf you 
Bcceive a note with coarser outlines 
on the design it's open to suspicion. 
‘‘You can detect raised notes by 
remembering $10 hills hear a picture 
o f Jackson, $20 <d‘ Cleveland, $50 of 
Grant, $100 o f Franklin and $500 of 
M arshall.

Counterfeiters 
and 
bootleggers, 
working together, have brought about 
I the m o s t serious false money crisis 
the T r e a s u r e Department has 
ever 
faced, says a Washington dispatch. 
Cellar engraving plants in big ci­ 
ties all over the country are pouring 
out a flood of counterfeit hank notes, 
reaching into the millions. 
Bootleggers and rum runners use 
the bogus money to pay for the liquor 
they buy from mountain moonshiners 
in the south and liquor dealers on 
the Canadian border. These victims 
spread the false money broadcast. 
Almost 
daily 
the secret service 
staff of the Treasury department un­ 
c o v e r s a new 
counterfeit. 
But no 
sooner have the false 
notes 
been 
rounded up than the engraving plants 
pour forth a fresh supply. 
Co-operation between counterfeit­ 
ers and bootleggers 
has 
permitted 
tile counterfeiters 
to float poorer 
notes in greater quantities than ever 
before. Here's how it works: 
A bootlegger goes to the iThuintains 
of Tennessee to buy a consignment 
of moonshine. The moonshine is de­ 
livered and the pure bn se price is 
paid iii a forest 
under 
cover of 
night. 
The moonshiner has no chance to 
examine the money. 
And 
i f s not 
probable that he’d detect its fa lse­ 
ness if he could examine it. 
Later, 
when 
the 
moonshiner's 
false money is detected at a store 
or bank, lie doesn’t dare complain. 
So lie ta ke s his loss and says noth­ 
ing. 
It 
w o rk s similarly on the Cana­ 
dian border. 
Canadian banks and 
merchants 
aren't 
as familiar with 
American money as 
bankers , ami 
merchants on the U. S. side and the 
counterfeit bills travel a long way 
before they’re detected. 
Then their 
source can’t be traced. 
Two 
methods 
of counterfeiting 
have been used most during the past 
few months. 
One is raising bills. 
That means 
making a $10 or $100 bill out of a $1 
bill by pasting one o r two ciphers 
after the “ I.” This usualy is very 
clumsily done and can easily 
be de­ 
tected.

cal year. Through Its Nursing Service, 
Its Home H ygiene and Care of the 
Sick courses, nutrition classes, First 
Air classes, L ife-Saving classes and 
H ealth Centers and in numerous other 
w ays designed to acquaint m asses of 
citizens with proper m ethods of living, 
the Red Cross carried its m essage of 
health into all parts of the country.

Outlawing of the big cruiser sub- 


marines as proposed by Great Brit- 
ain will be approved'by Ihe American 
delegation. 


Reduction of total submarine ton- 


nage, placed in the Hughes program 
at 00,000 tons for this country and 
the British empire, 
will 
not 
be 


strongly opposed, although the Am- 
erican naval advisors believe a fifty 
percent 
cut in this respect-is too 


drastic. 


The views of the American dele- 


gales on the British reservations to 
Secretary Hughes sweeping program 
for naval armament limitation were 
obtained from 
most authoritative 


sources. 


The American delegates have de- 


termined to insure a binding limita- 
:ion of armament, it is imperative 
that 
the 
ten year naval holiday, 


during which lime no capital ships 
would be constructed, should be ob- 
served strictly. 


The fear is that the British pro- 


posal for building one big ship a year 
might jeopardize the agreement for 
limitation. It might become easy to 
lapse back into 
the 
practice ' of 


building more ships, with possible 
resultant friction between the pow- 
ers. 


America's 
delegates also believe 


that a complete holiday would have 
a great moral affect on the world 
and might make possible after the 
ten year period a greater cut

Germany employed during the war, 
for offensive purposes but naval ad- 
visors believe-this country's position 
as to under sea craft is somewhat 
different than Britain. 


The United States, it was said, 


wants submarines for defense only, 
but with its coast line much greater 
than the British Isles naval experts 
think the American proposal for a, 
tonnage of !JO,()00 is not excessive. 
At present, the American lonnage is 
in excess of 100,000 tons.

Pueblo Most Serious 


By far the most severe of the dis- 


asters inutile United States during the 
period covered by the Red Cross re- 
port was the Pueblo flood early in 
June, 1921. The rehabilitation prob- 
lem confronting the Ked Cross in 
I'ucblo was one of the most difficult 
in recent years. When the first news 
of the horror was flashed throughout 
the country, the American Red Cross 
National Headquarters responded with 
a grant of $10«>,000 for relief work. 
Governor Shoup of Colorado, appre- 
ciating the long and successful experi- 
ence of the Red Cross in organizing 
disaster relief work, placed the en- 
tire responsibility for the administra- 
tion of relief In its hands.

Running on Three Legs and Dragging 


Trap Which Had Been His Undo- 


ing, Animal Was Killed When 


Almost in Safety. 


"In the summer of 1SS2," says a 


westerner, "my parents moved from 
Iowa to the new county of Hand in 
South Dakota. The railway had been 
completed as far as Pierre, but there 
were; few stations, and at Rec Heights, 
where we got off the train, there was 
only a rough platform made, of plunks, 
and a box car in which the agent lived. 


"The last of the buffalo hail been 


killed or driven off and the prairie 
was covered with the skeletons of 
these animals. 


"The comity was alive with wolves 


and coyotes; they were nearly as 
common as domestic animals are now. 
On almost' any morning from one to a 
dozen could be seen from the door of 
our little 'claim slianty.' 


"My father bought six wolf traps 


about the lirst of December, and dur^ 
ing that month we caught more than 
forty coyotes within a short distance 
of our home, many of them within a 
few yards of the house. One morning 
we had the novel experience of finding 
a full-grown coyote in one of the 
traps, caught by the tail. 


"Another morning we came back 


and reported that the chain had been 
broken untl one of the traps was gone.

WHAT TO HAVE FOR DINNER. 


As oysters are again jn the market 


the following dish will be a change 


from the ordinary 
way 
of serving 


them. 


Oysters 
w it h 


Macaroni. — Cook 
three-fourths of a 
cupful of maca- 
roni broken into 
inch pieces until 


tender. Scald one pint of oysters. Put 
a layer of buttered crumbs, maca- 
roni, cheese, using three-fourths of a 
cupful of cheese and half a cupful of 
crumbs with a teaspoonfnl of salt, four 
tablcspoonfuls of butter, a few dashes 
of paprika and the oyster liquor, lle- 
jiesit until all the Ingredients are used, 
and cover with buttered crumbs. Bake 
thirty minutes in a moderate oven. 


Cranberry Salad. — Cook together one 


quart of cranberries with one pint of 
boiling water twenty minutes. Put 
through a sieve and add two cupfuls of 
sugar; cook 
Jive minutes. Dissolve 


one and 
one-half 
tablcspoonfuls of 


gelatine in a little cold water, add to 
tin; hot cranberry sauce and stir until 
well mixed. Just before it begins to 
set pour half of it into an enamel 
pan which has been rinsed in cold 
water. Allow it to become firm, keep- 
ing the rest warm over hot water. 
Sprinkle one cupful of diced celery, 
. one-half cupful of diced walnut meats 
over the stiff jelly and pour the re- 
maining gelatine mixture over this, and 
allow it to set. When firm cut in 
slices and serve on lettuce leaves with 
mayonnaise 
dressing; garnish with 


whole nut moats. 


Duchess CreSvn.— Soak one-naif cup- 


ful of tapioca c/wr night. Drain one- 
half a can of pineapple from the juice, 
divide one and one-half oranges into 
sections and cut the pulp in pieces. 
Add the juice from the oranges to the 
pineapple juice and add to the drained 
tapioca, with a few grains of salt and 
a cupful of sugar, and cook until the 
tnp'oca is transparent, adding a very 
little water if needed. Cool slightly, 
add one egg white beaten stiff, then 
turn In the pineapple and orange bits. 
Chill. Serve in sherbet glasses with a 
pnrnish of whipped cream and chopped 
maraschino cherries.

Counterfeiters 
and 
bootlegge'rs, 


working together, have .brought about 
the most serious, false money crisis 
the Treasury Department has 
ever 


faced, says a Washington dispatch. 


Cellar engraving plants -in big ci- 


ties all over the country are pouring 
out a flood of counterfeit bank notes, 
reaching into the millions.- 


Bootleggers and rum runners use 


the bogus money to pay for the liquor 
they buy from mountain moonshiners 
in the south and liquor dealers on 
the Canadian border. These victims 
spread the false money broadcast. 


Almost 
daily 
the secret service 


slatf of the Treasury department un- 
covers a new counterfeit. But no 
sooner have the false 
notes been 


rounded up than the engraving plants 
pour forth a fresh supply. 


Co-operation between counterfeit- 


ers and bootleggers 
has permitted 


the counterfeiters 
to float poorer 


notes in greater quantities than ever 
before. Here's how it works: 


A bootlegger goes to the mountains 


of Tennessee to buy a consignment 
of moonshine. The moonshine is de- 
livered and the purchase price- is 
paid in a forest 
under 
cover of 


night. 


The moonshiner has no chance to 


examine the money. And it's nut 
probable that he'd detect its false- 
ness if he could examine it. 


Later, 
when 
the 
moonshiner's 


false money is detected at a store 
or bank, he doesn't dare complain. 
So he takes his loss and says noth- 
ing. 


It works similarly on the Cana- 


dian border. 
Canadian hanks and 


men-hauls aren't 
as familiar witli 


American money as 
bankers , and 


merchants on the U. S. side and the 
counterfeit bills travel a long way 
before they're detected. 
Then their 


source can't lie traced. 


Two 
methods 
of counlcrfeiling 


have been used most during the past 
few months. 


One is raising bills. That means 


making a $10 or $100 bill out of a $1 
bill by pasting one or two ciphers 
after the "I." 
This usnaly is very 


clumsily done and- can easily be de- 
tected. 


Two dollar notes arc raised to $20 


and $5 to $50. Hundreds of raised 


notes of $20, $50 and $100 deiiom- 
inatipns, are in wide .circulation to- 
day. 


The other 
method is splitting a 


real bill into^wo parts, pasting two 
hah'es of q, counterfeit bill on the 
genuine halves and thus making two 
bills out of one, each' with one side 
that will -pass muster at the most 
exacting bank. 


Thousands of dollars in bills of 


this type recently were put into cir- 
culation by a /counterfeiting gang "in 
Philadelphia. 


Counterfeiters usually 
work 
in 


groups with each member assigned 
his own special task. 


Counterfeiting is confined largely 


to bills, although a few old hands 
are scilj making counterfeit coins. 
These are produced from molds and 
are more easily detected than bills. 


The secret -service 
staff of the 


United States Treasury Department 
says: 


''Scrutinize all bills closely. Hold 


a genuine note to the light and ob- 
serve the fine silken texture. If you 
licccivc a note with coarser outlines 
on the design it's open to suspicion. 


"You can detect raised notes bv 


remembering $10 bills bear a picture 


f Jackson, $20 of Cleveland, $50 of 


Grant, $100 of Franklin and $500 of 
Marshall. 


"Don't depend too much on the 


'ring'" in detecting false coins. 
Run 


your lingers over the surface. 1C they 
stick, the coin's genuine.

that of assisting disabled veterans rf 
the World War, entails expenditures 
$4,000,000 greater than the aggregate 
receipts of the Annual Boll Call of 
1920, the American Eed Cross an- 
nounces in-a statement urging a wide- 
spread increase in membership at the 
Annual Eoll Call, November 11 to 24. 
At the present time National Head- 
quarters and the nation-wide chain of 
Chapters of the Eed Cross is spend- 
ing approximately §10,000,000 annual- 
ly for the relief of disabled ex-service 
men and their families, -while the ag- 
gregate receipts from last year's EolJ 
Call were approximately ?G,000,000. 


It is in the 2,2S9 of the 3,000 Eed 


Cross Chapters which still are helping 
solve the veteran's problem of adjust- 
ing himself to a normal civilian status 
that the greater part of the cost of this 
service^ is borne. 
Of the total sum 


spent for veterans' relief last year, 
Kational Headquarters expended a to- 
tal of more than ?2,GOO,000, while the 
remaining disbursement of approxl-. 
mately $7,000,000 represents the con- 
tribution of Chapters in this country- 
wide effort to assist the Government 
in providing the aid sorely needed by 
these men and their families. 


An Ever Expanding Problem 


That the problem of the disabled 


service man is ever-expanding and 
probably will not reach the peak be- 
fore 1925, is the assertion of well-in- 
formed Government officials and that 
2,397 Eed Cross Chapters regartl it 
as their most important work is evi- 
dence that the .expansion is in nowise 
confined to a particular section but is, 
on the contrary, nation-wide. At the 
end of the fiscal year, June 30, 1921, 
there were 20,300 disabled service men 
in the 1,092 United States I'uulic 
Health Service, Contract and Govern- 
ment Hospitals' and Soldiers Homes, 
and that number is increasing at a 
rate of 1,000 a montK 


Thousands of these men receiving 


medical treatment, compensation and 
vocational training from the Govern- 
ment today, started their efforts to 
obtain them through the Eed Cross 
Chapter. The Chapter, acting as the 
disabled man's agent in claims against 
the Government, informs the man as to 
the procedure necessary to gain for 
him that which is provided him by 
'Federul statute. His applications for 
compensation, medical treatment and 
training are properly filed with the aid 
of the Eed Cross "Chapter. 


Many Forms of Assistance 


If there is delay before the man's 


cUiim is acted «p™, the Eed Cross 
Chapter lends the man money to meet 
the imperative needs of himself and 
his dependents. 


Most vital to the man's gaining full 


benefit from the Government's care is 
keeping his mind free from worry about 
his home. Keeping the veteran's fam- 
ily from hardship of every kind and 
Informing him of its welfare is an 
other province of the Chapter, Free 
from fear on this score, the man's re- 
covery and advancement usually Js 
rapid. 


Every month during the hrst year, 


the American Ited Cross has given 
service of one kind or another to an 
average of 129,215 former service men 
and their families. 
An indication of 


the extent of the faitii reposed in the 
Ited Cross Chapter is to be found in 
the fact that there were "\JGfJH 
re- 


quests for friendly aid iu the solution 
of personal problems. 


448 Workers in Hospitals 


While the man prior to entering 


Government care deals largely with the 
Chapter, afterward he comes into con- 
tact with the service provided by Na- 
tional Headquarters. 
There are 448 


Eed Cross workers in the United 
States Public Health Service and con- 
tract hospitals and other institutions 
in which these men are being cared 
for, whose dnty is to provide for his 
recreation, heip^iim with his compen- 
sation claims, keep him in touch with 
his family; in" short.-mceting his every 
need outside of that provided by the 
Government. While these are a few 
of the responsibilities of the National 
Organization, they are by no means 
all.

How the American Red Cross guides 


thousands of persons to health Is 
shown Jn a summary of the society's 
activities In the health field bused 
upon the annual report for the last fis- 
cal year. Through Its Nursing Service, 
Its Home Hygiene and Care of the 
Sick courses, nutrition classes, First 
Air classes, Life-Saving classes and 
Health Centers and In numerous other 
ways designed to acquaint masses of 
citizens with proper methods of living, 
the Bed Cross carried Its message of 
health Into all parts of the country. 


The work of the Red Cross during 


the war In Its traditional field of nurs- 
ing, 
furnishing the military and naval 


establishments of the nation with 19,- 
877 nurses. Is well known. And there 
are today 37,787 nurses registered with 
the American Red Cross and subject 
to call in emergency. During the fis- 
cal year, 1,551 Red Cross nurses were 
accepted for assignment to Govern- 
ment service, 388 by the Army and 
Navy and 1,163 by the United States 
Public Health Service. 


In addition to the nurses enrolled 


by the Red Cross for Government serv- 
ice, the Red Cross Itself employed a 
total of 1,348 public health nurses in 
the United States and Europe.
